Blockade  of  Santi  Quaranta  Re-established. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p,  606  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  19th  December  relative  to  the  raising  of  the  blockade  of 
Santi  Quaranta,  the  “London  Gazette”  of  3rd  Januar}’"  announces 
that  H.M.  Minister  at  Athens  has  telegraphed  to  the  effect  that  the 
blockade  of  the  port  has  been  re-established. 

Moratorium  Prolonged  in  Bulgaria. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  290  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  7th  November  last  relative  to  the  proclamation  of  a  three 
months’  Moratorium  in  Bulgaria,  H.M.  Minister  at  Sofia  has  now^ 
telegraphed  that  b)’^  a  law  published  on  30th  December  the  Moratorium 
has  been  extended  until  forty-five  days  after  the  official  publication  of 
the  order  for  the  general  demobilisation  of  the  army.  (C.  42.) 

Commercial  Situation. 

Bulgaria. — The  “  Nachrichten  fiir  Handel  ”  (Berlin)  of  24th 
December  states,  on  the  authority  of  the  German  Consul  in  Varna, 
that  the  situation  as  I'egards  the  carriage  of  goods  by  railway  in 
Bulgaria  has  improved — although  only  to  a  limited  extent  owing  to 
the  accumulation  of  goods  and  the  shortage  of  wagons.  Moreover, 
the  railway  authorities  decline  to  take  any  responsibility  on  account 
of  delays  in  transport.  On  5th  December  the  Railway  Administra¬ 
tion  announced  that  henceforward  goods  would  be  accepted  for 
despatch  to  or  from  all  foreign  countries  excepting  Turkey.  It 
appears,  however,  that  requests  for  the  return  of  goods  from  Bulgaria 
owing  to  non-payment  by  customers  have  more  or  less  been  refused, 
so  that  foreign  shippers  should  act  with  discretion  when  contemplating 
consigning  goods  to  that  country.  How  far  the  partial  opening  up 
of  communications  will  affect  the  prices  of  imported  articles  cannot 
yet  be  gauged.  There  is,  however,  a  shortage  of  sugar,  petroleum  and 
coal.  \^arious  kinds  of  goods  are  required  by  the  Municipal  Supplies 
Committees,  and  it  should  be  noted  that,  according  to  the  Requisition 
Law  of  11th  February,  1894,  the  Government  are  empowered,  in  time 
of  war,  to  purchase  goods  at  current  prices  either  in  Bulgaria  or 
abroad,  without  distinction.  On  receipt  of  the  goods  a  certificate  is 
delivered  by  the  Government  and  the  debt  is  liquidated  at  a  later 
date. 
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BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Southern  Nigeria. — The  following  has  been  received  from  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Officer  in  Southern  Nigeria  (Mr.  C.  A. 
Birtwistle) : — 

“  Whilst  there  is  undoubtedly  a  large  demand  for  low  priced 
articles  in  Nigeria,  there  is  also,  I  am  glad  to  say,  a  steady  business 
done  in  standard  qualities  of  certain  classes  of  goods,  which  the 
natives  continue  to  buy  in  preference  to  cheaper  ones  because  they 
know  from  experience  that  the  trade  mark  indicates  good  quality. 
The  discriminate  use  of  trade  marks  is  of  the  very  first  importance  to 
our  merchants,  and  is  a  question  which  they  will  do  well  to  take 
seriously  to  heart. 

“  Continental  suppliers  of  certain  classes  of  goods  are  said  to  be  far 
more  willing  than  the  British  to  put  themselves  out  of  the  way  to  exe¬ 
cute  small  trial  orders  of  new  patterns  or  cheaper  qualities,  or  to  alter 
the  packing  to  suit  a  particular  market.  They  have  evidently  learnt 
from  experience  that  useful  repeat  orders  often  follow,  and  that  new' 
staple  lines  are  established  as  a  reward  for  their  more  painstaking 
efforts.  They  are  especially  strong,  in  comparison  with  the  average 
British  maker,  in  putting  up  their  small  w’ares  in  an  attractive 
manner  w'hich  appeals  to  the  native  buyer.  It  would  appear  as  if  the 
Continental  suppliers  took  a  much  wider  view  of  the  possibilities  of 
trade  expansion  in  these  markets,  especially  in  the  way  of  cheap  but 
attractive  looking  goods,  and  that  they  were  more  ready  to  supply 
small  trial  shipments  of  new  styles  to  test  the  market.” 


FOREIGN  TRADE  AND  SHIPPING  OF  THE  UNITED 
KINGDOM  IN  DECEMBER  AND  IN  THE  YEAR  1912.* 

I. — GENERAL. 

The  trade  returns  for  December,  1912,  when  compared  with  those 
for  December,  1911,  show  increases  in  the  values  of  the  Imports  into 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  of  the  Exports  both  of  the  Produce  and 
Manufactures  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  of  Foreign  and  Colonial 
Merchandise. 

The  value  of  the  Imports  in  December  w'as  £74,068,698,  an  increase 
of  £9,130,811,  or  14’1  per  cent.,  as  compared  w'ith  December,  1911 ; 
w'hilst  the  total  Exports  amounted  to  £50,700,945,  an  increase  of 
£3,449,217.  The  Exports  of  Produce  and  Manufactures  of  the  United 
Kingdom  show  an  increase  of  £2,887,159,  or  7'5  per  cent.,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  December,  1911 ;  whilst  there  is  an  increase  of  £562,058, 
or  6'5  per  cent.,  in  the  Exports  of  Foreign  and  Colonial  Merchandise.

The  tonnage  of  vessels  entered  at  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom 
from  foreign  countries  and  British  possessions  with  cargoes*  during 
December,  1912,  amounted  to  4,234,404  tons,  and  the  tonnage  cleared 
to  5,313,674  tons,  as  against  3,518,463  tons  entered,  and  5,065,052 
tons  cleared,  during  December,  1911.  With  regard  to  the  coasting 
trade,  the  tonnage  entered  with  cargoes*  during  December,  1912, 
amounted  to  2,714,304  tons,  and  the  tonnage  cleared  to  2,702,847 
tons,  as  against  2,632,358  tons  entered,  and  2,572,040  tons  cleared 
in  December,  1911. 

VI.— TWELVE  MONTHS’  SHIPPING,  JANUARY-DECEMBER. 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  entered  at  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom 
from  foreign  countries  and  British  possessions,  with  cargoes*  during  the 
twelve  months,  January-December,  1912,  amounted  to  46,348,004 
tons,  and  the  tonnage  cleared  to  62,009,683  tons,  as  against 
41,946,461  tons  entered,  and  59,263,314  tons  cleared,  during  the 
twelve  months,  January-December,  1911.  With  regard  to  the  coast¬ 
ing  trade,  the  tonnage  entered  with  cargoes*  during  the  twelve 
months,  January-December,  1912,  amounted  to  33,182,016  tons, 
and  the  tonnage  cleared  to  32,847,595  tons,  as  against  31,844,927 
tons  entered,  and  31,320,024  tons  cleared,  during  the  corresponding 
period  of  1911. 


TENTH  INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF  AGRICULTURE.

The  increase  in  the  total  value  of  the  minerals  raised  during  the 
year  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  increased  output  of  coal.  The 
average  price  of  coal  was  8s.  P79d.  per  ton  in  1911,  as  compared  with 
Ss.  2‘36d.  in  1910. 
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Mineral  Production  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1911. 


The  quantity  of  coal  exported,  exclusive  of  coke  and  manufactured 
fuel  and  of  coal  shipped  for  the  use  of  steamers  engaged  in  foreign 
trade,  was  64,599,266  tons,  or  2  million  tons  more  than  that  for  1910. 
France  received  over  10 J  million  tons,  Italy  nearly  9J  million  tons, 
Germany  nearly  9  million  tons,  Sweden  nearly  4  million  tons,  Russia 
nearly  3^  million,  Argentina  over  3^  million,  Egypt  and  Spain 
over  3  million  each,  Denmark  over  ^  million,  and  the  Netherlands 
nearly  2^  million.  Adding  the  3,217,927  tons  exported  in  the  form 
of  coke  and  manufactured  fuel,  and  the  19,264,189  tons  shipped  for 
the  use  of  British  and  foreign  steamers  engaged  in  foreign  trade,  the 
total  quantity  of  coal  which  left  the  country  was  87,081,382  tons,  as 
against  84,541,678  tons  in  1910. 

The  amount  of  coal  remaining  for  home  consumption  was 
184,810,517  tons,  or  4’079  tons  per  head  of  the  population. 
36,096,857  tons  were  used  in  the  manufacture  of  coke  and  briquettes, 
and  19,218,491  tons  in  the  blast  furnaces  for  the  manufacture  of  pig 
iron,  as  against  36,487,218  tons  and  20,485,514  tons  respectively  in 
the  previous  year. 

Of  the  metallic  minerals  raised  in  the  United  Kingdom,  iron  ore  is 
by  far  the  most  important.  During  the  year  the  output  of  ores  of 
this  metal  was  15,519,424  tons,  valued  at  £4,035,893.  The  ore 
jnelded  5,020,510  tons  of  iron,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  total 
quantity  of  pig  iron  made  in  this  country. 


DESPATCH  OF  GOODS  TO  NORTHERN  PERSIA  BY 
PARCEL  POST. 

Collection  of  Payments  for  Goods. 

In  view  of  the  complaints  heard  from  time  to  time  concerning  the 
insecurity  of  the  North  Persian  trade  routes,  and  the  uncertainty  as  to 
the  time  goods  may  take  to  reach  their  destination,  it  may  be  well  to 
call  the  attention  of  British  exporters  to  the  advantages  offered  to  them 
by  the  Parcel  Post  service  to  Persia  via  Russia,  a  service  which 
appears  to  be  much  favoured  by  Continental  firms.  Parcels  sent  by 
this  route  only  take  from  21  to  30  days  in  transit,  as  compared  with 
several  months  sometimes  taken  by  goods  sent  to  Tehran  by  caravan  vid 
the  south  of  Persia.  All  other  means  of  communication  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Northern  and  Central  Persia  vid  Russia  are 
handicapped  by  the  absence  of  through  bills  of  lading  for  goods 
passing  through  Russia ;  moreover,  such  goods  are  subject  to  the 
ordinary  Russian  import  duties  in  addition  to  the  Persian  customs 
duties,  whereas  postal  packets  in  transit  through  Russia  are  not 
liable  to  the  Russian  import  duties. 

The  postage  on  parcels  from  the  United  Kingdom  costs  3s.  7d.  per 
11  lbs.  as  far  as  the  Persian  frontier  (excepting  to  Badjghiran,  which  is 
4s.  7d.);  thence  to  their  destination  a  charge  (fixed  by  a  tariff)  is 
made  by  the  Persian  Postal  Administration.  The  maximum  weight 
allowed  is  11  lbs.,  but  it  might  often  be  advantageous  to  avail  of  the 
postal  transport  by  dividing  larger  consignments  into  1 1  lb.  parcels. 
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Despatch  oj  Goods  to  Northern  Persia  by  Parcel  Post. 


On  account  of  the  length  of  the  journey  and  the  numerous  changes 
of  transport,  all  parcels  innst  be  packed  in  stout  wooden  boxes  or 
barrels,  in  strong  leather,  or  in  hermetically  sealed  zinc  or  tin 
receptacles ;  unless  this  is  done  they  will  be  rejected  by  the  authori¬ 
ties.  Parcels  must  be  so  sealed  that  they  cannot  be  opened  without 
breaking  the  seals. 

In  reference  to  the  foregoing,  it  may  be  noted  that  H.M.  Vice- 
Consul  at  Tehran  (Mr.  G.  T.  Havard)  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  a 
further  circular  issued  by  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Persia  relative  to 
their  arrangements  for  collecting  payment  for  goods  sent  to  Persia 
by  Parcel  Post  (see  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  20th  June,  1912, 
p.  629).  Prom  this  it  appears  that  the  Bank  are  now  prepared, 
under  certain  conditions,  to  collect  bills  drawn  against  postal  packages 
consigned  to  all  Persian  towns  at  which  they  have  branches.

DPVELOPMPNT  OP  GKRMAN  COLOXIES  IX  1912. 

The  following,  taken  from  the  “frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  31st 
December,  is  a  summary  of  a  report  just  issued  by  the  Hamburg 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  development  of  the  (lerman  Colonies 
in  1912 : — 

The  exportation  of  oil-palm  products  from  Togoland  w'as  very  good 
during  1912,  and  the  market  price  for  palm  oil  and  palm  nuts  was 
satisfactory.  In  spite  of  the  best  efforts,  however,  of  both  Govern¬ 
ment  authorities  and  private  persons,  little  progress  was  made  in  the 
cultivation  of  cotton. 

Trade  in  the  Cameroons  was  also  good  as  a  result  of  the  high  prices  for 
2Mlm  oil  and  palm  nuts,  but  the  low  prices  of  gicms  had  a  detrimental 
effect  on  the  gum  trade,  especially  in  the  southern  districts.  This  is 
attributed  to  the  unsound  principle  of  the  trust  system,  in  virtue  of 
which  negroes  are  able  to  secure  advance  payments  in  respect  of 
future  deliveries.  No  improvement  may  be  expected  until  the 
system  of  making  payments  in  advance  has  been  done  away  with. 
The  new  territory,  which  has  been  ceded  by^  virtue  of  the  Morocco 
Agreement,  has  up  to  the  present  not  been  opened  up  to  commerce 
to  any  great  extent.  The  Prench  River  Navigation  Company 
(“  Messageries  fluviales  du  Congo  ”)  will  shortly  pass  into  the  hands 
of  Germans,  and  will  later  be  under  German  management.  The 
cocoa  crop  this  year  exceeded  that  of  1911,  but  the  figures  were  not 
so  good  as  in  1910. 

Owing  to  the  termination  of  railway  construction  in  German  South 
West  Africa,  there  was  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  movement  of 
trade  in  that  colony.  JMoreover,  scarcity  of  capital  was  very  marked, 
and  was  very  much  felt  by  those  colonists  who  are  dependent  on  credit 
for  farming  purposes.  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  establish  a  new 
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Development  of  German  Colonies  in  1012. 


Mortgage  Bank,  by  means  of  which  farmers  will  get  State  assistance 
for  tlie  development  of  agriculture. 

Very  considerable  development  is  recorded  in  the  case  of  German 
East  Africa,  but  this  is  also  due  in  great  measure  to  railway  c  )n- 
struction  (see  p.  92).  The  export  trade  in  oil,  fruits,  and  hides  was 
<|uite  good,  owing  to  the  prevailing  high  prices,  but  on  the  other 
hand  the  low  price  of  wild  rubber  tended  to  check  the  collection 
of  this  product.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  wdll  be  a  con¬ 
siderable  development  in  this  Colony  in  the  cultivation  of  the 
sisal  plant.  Cotton  cultivation  on  a  large  scale  showed  even  less 
progress  than  formerl3%  but  on  the  other  hand  better  results  appear 
to  have  been  obtained  by  individual  European  settlers  and  natives  in 
a  smaller  wa}’’  (see  p.  98.)  A  good  future  is  j)redicted  for  the  cofee 
plantations. 


CERTIFICATION  OF  FOOD  PRODUCTS  OF  ANIMAL  ORIGIN 
EXPORTED  FROM  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM  TO  THE 
ARGENTINE  NO  LONGER  REQUIRED. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
information  to  the  effect  that  Article  10  of  the  Argentine  Regulations 
of  the  4th  October,  1906,  issued  under  the  Animals  Sanitary  Police 
Law,  was  abrogated  by  a  Presidential  Decree  published  in  the 
‘‘  Boletin  Oficial  ”  for  the  25th  November  last.  The  Article  in 
question  prescribed  that  all  products  of  animal  origin  imported  into 
the  Republic  were  to  be  accompanied  by  a  certihcate  to  the  effect  that 
the  goods  proceeded  from  the  factory  subject  to  a  sanitary  supervision 
similar  to  that  in  force  in  the  Argentine  for  analagous  establishments. 

In  order  that  this  requirement  might  be  complied  W'ith  in  the  case 
of  products  of  British  manufacture,  the  I^ocal  Government  Board 
formulated  regulations  to  be  observed  in  connection  with  the  official 
certification  of  meat  food  products  intended  for  export  to  Argentina,* 
which  regulations  were  subsequently  made  applicable,  by  agreement 
with  the  Argentine  Government,  to  other  food  products  of  animal 
origin,  such  as  butter  and  cheese. f  As  a  result  of  the  abrogation  of 
Article  10  of  the  Regulations  referred  to  above,  the  certificates  in 
question  will  no  longer  be  required. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Article  9  of  the  Regulations  of  the  4th 
October,  1906,  remains  in  force,  and  that  all  products  of  swine  or  of 
other  animal  origin  imported  into  the  Argentine  Republic  will 
therefore  continue,  as  heretofore,  to  be  inspected  before  their  intro¬ 
duction  is  permitted,  the  object  of  the  inspection  being  to  guarantee 
that  they  have  not  been  prepared  from  animals  attacked  by  contagious 
diseases,  and  that  they  are  in  a  fit  condition  for  human  consumi)tion.

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TARIFF  CHANGES 
AND  CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS.

1912  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  Great  Britain,  with  effect  from  6th 
December  last.

The  ‘‘Union  Gazette”  of  the  6th  December,  1912,  contains  a 
Government  Notice  (No.  1,671),  dated  5th 
December  last,  notifying,  for  general  imformation, 
that  in  the  issue  of  permits  under  Section  4  (2) 
of  Act  No.  14  of  1911  for  the  introduction  into 
the  Union  of  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  goats  from 
Great  Britain,  the  Principal  Veterinary  Officer 
will  be  guided  by  the  following  conditions,  and  no  such  permits  in 
respect  of  such  live-stock  from  that  country  will  be  issued  unless,  and 
until,  such  conditions  have  been  complied  with  in  every  respect. 

The  permit  will  only  be  issued  for  the  introduction  of  stock  into 
the  Union  through  the  ports  of  Cape  Town  and  Durban.  The  permit 
will  be  issued  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : — 


(rt)  The  stock  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  prescribed  certificate, 
signed  by  a  qualified  veterinary  surgeon  and  countersigned 
by  a  responsible  officer  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  examined  such  stock  at 
the  place  of  origin  and  found  them  free  from  any  symptoms 
of  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and  that  no  cases  of 
foot  and  mouth  disease  (Epizootic  aphtha)  have  occurred 
within  15  miles  thereof  within  two  months  prior  to  the 
date  of  shipment. 

(h)  No  fodder  or  bedding  shall  accompany  stock,  unless  derived 
from  a  similar  disease-free  area. 

(c)  The  stock  on  arrival  at  the  port  shall  be  subjected  to  an 

inspection  by  a  Government  veterinary  surgeon,  and  if 
passed  as  healthy  by  that  officer  shall  be  landed  and  removed 
to  quarantine  sheds  and  therein  quarantined  for  a  period  of 
15  days. 

(d)  All  expenses  of  feeding,  inspection,  testing,  destruction  and 
otherwise  of  the  stock  shall  be  borne  by  the  importer  or  his 
agent. 

In  the  event  of  a  contravention  of,  or  failure  to  comply  with,  any 
of  the  above  conditions,  the  permit,  if  it  has  alread}’^  been  issued,  is 
liable  to  be  cancelled.

UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA  — cotUinued. 

The  “  Union  Gazette”  of  6th  December  last  also  contains  a  Procla¬ 
mation  (No.  228  of  1912)  cancelling  Proclamations 
Nos.  206  and  243  of  1911  in  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  into  the 
Union  of  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  goats  from  the 
Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands,  with  the  effect  that 
the  importation  of  such  live  stock  from  that 
country  is  now  permitted,  from  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  date.  The  same  issue  of  the  “  Gazette  ”  contains  a  Notice  (No. 
1,670),  dated  oth  December,  1912,  laying  down  the  conditions  which 
must  be  complied  with  before  a  permit  will  be  issued  for  the  importa¬ 
tion  of  such  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  goats.

STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS. 


Amended  Quarantine 
Regulations  regarding 
Importation  of  Animals. 


The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  Notice  (No.  1337),  dated 
4th  November  last,  amending  the  Straits 
Settlements  Quarantine  Rules  of  1908, 
with  effect  from  1st  December,  1912. 
Under  this  Notice  it  is  provided  that — 
“  every  animal  brought  to  the  Colony  by  sea  or  by  land  shall 
“  undergo  an  examination  by  the  Veterinary  Officer,  and  no 
“  animal  shall  be  landed  from  any  ship  or  removed  from  any 
“  station  without  his  permission.  Such  examination  may  be 
“  made  at  such  convenient  place  as  the  Veterinary  Officer  shall 
“  appoint,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Veterinary  Officer  to 
“  detain  at  such  place  any  animal  for  observation  for  a  period 
“  not  exceeding  10  days  from  the  time  of  arrival  of  such 
“  animal.” 

Every  animal  landed  or  brought  into  the  Colony  in  contravention 
of  the  above  provisions  will  be  forfeited. 


CEYLON. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  from  the  Principal  Collector  of 
Customs  at  Colombo  a  copy  of  the  latest  edition  of 
Customs  Tariff.  the  Ceylon  Customs  'Fariff,  dated  October,  1912.

SWEDEN. 

With  reference  to  notices  in  previous  issues  of  the  “Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  respecting  the  prohibition  of  the 
importation  into  Sweden  of  feeding  stuffs  in 
used  bags  from  countries  or  parts  of  countries 
which  are  declared  infected  with  foot  and  mouth 
disease,  the  Board  of  Tradd  are  now  in  receipt,  through  the  b’oreign 
Office,  of  copy  and  translation  of  a  Swedish  Royal  Decree,  dated  the 
1st  November,  1912,  providing  that,  until  further  notice,  feeding 
stuffs  in  used  bags  shipped  from  a  country  or  part  thereof  which  is  not 
declared  infected  with  foot  and  mouth  disease  may  be  imported  into 
Sweden,  even  though  such  feeding  stuffs  have  passed  through  a  port  in  a 
country  which  is  declared  infected  with  such  disease.  The  Decree 
also  provides  that  if,  during  transit,  transhipment  takes  place,  the 
feeding  stuffs  may  only  be  imported  into  Sweden  on  production  to  the 
Customs  authorities  of  the  port  of  entry  of  a  sworn  certificate  from 
the  master  of  the  importing  vessel  stating  that  the  transhipment  took 
place  direct  from  ship  to  ship  or  from  ship  to  lighter  and  from^ lighter 
direct  to  the  importing  ship,  all  without  touching  land. 

\_Note. — The  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  declared 
by  the  Swedish  Government  to  be  infected  with  foot  and  mouth 
disease.]  (0. 82.)

Amendments  of 
the  Customs  Law. 


ECUADOR. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  copy 
of  an  Ecuadorean  Legislative  Decree,  dated  the 
24tli  October,  modifying,  with  effect  from  the  1st 
January,  1913,  certain  Articles  of  the  Customs 
Law  (Ley  de  Adaanas).  The  more  important  modifications  intro¬ 
duced  by  this  Decree  are  noted  below. 

Ports. — Vargas  Torres  is  deleted  from  the  list  of  ports  open  for  the 
importation  and  exportation  of  goods,  and  also  from  the  list  of  ports 
where  goods  may  be  re-shipped  or  transhipped.  Manglar-alto  is 
added  to  the  list  of  ports  open  for  export  only. 

Manifested  goods  missing. — Article  81  of  the  Law  is  to  read  as 
follows : — 

Every  parcel  of  goods  which,  included  in  a  ship’s  manifest,  is  not  delivered 
to  the  Customs  by  the  vessel  within  30  days  after  its  arrival,  and  parcels  of 
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ECUADOR  — continued. 

wools  the  contents  of  which  are  found  on  Customs  clearance  to  have  been 
abstracted,  wholly  or  on  part,  shall  be  assessed  for  duty  in  accordance  with  the 
Consular  Invoice. 

The  imjKjrt  dut’es  and  other  taxes  in  respect  of  goods  not  delivered,  or 
stolen,  shall  be  recovere<J  by  the  Customs  from  the  person  responsible  for  the 
non-delivery  of  .the  parcels  or  loss  of  the  contents ;  such  responsibility  being 
determined  by  the  Administrator  with  the  aid  of  the  corresponding  loading 
receipts. 

In  no  case  shall  the  importer  pay  duty  in  respect  of  goods  not  delivered  to 
him  by  the  Customs. 

Incorrect  declaration  of  freight  of  imported  goods. — Article  82  of  the 
Law  is  to  read  as  follows  : — 

All  excess  of  weight  of  10  per  cent,  or  more  betwi'en  the  real  weight  and  the 
weight  declared  in  the  Consular  invoice,  manifest  or  application  for  clearance, 
shall  be  penalised  with  a  surcharge  of  100  per  cent,  on  the  corresponding  duties. 
When  the  difference  is  less  than  10  per  cent.,  duty  will  be  payable  on  the  real 
weight. 

I  ^alue  to  he  declared  in  Consular  Invoice. — A  provision  is  added  to 
Article  87  of  the  Law  to  the  effect  that  the  value  of  goods  which 
is  to  be  declared  in  the  Consular  Invoice  is  that  of  the  goods  at 
the  place  of  origin. 

Customs  declarations. — Article  91  of  the  Law  is  modified  in  the 
sense  that  importers  are  allowed  eight  days  (formerly  six)  from  the 
arrival  of  the  vessel  at  the  port  in  which  to  present  the  declaration 
for  clearance.  This  declaration  is  required  to  specify,  among  other 
particulars,  the  net  and  gross  weight  of  each  imported  package. 

Considar  Invoice  Certificalion  Fees. — Consular  Invoices  covering 
goods  belonging  to  the  Ecuadorean  Government,  and  those  covering 
coined  gold  imported  by  banks  or  private  persons  are  exempt  from 
Consular  certification  fees.

The  provisions  of  this  Law,  so  far  as  they  affect  imports 
into  the  country,  are  summarised  below  : — 

1.  A  surtax  of  17  per  cent,  is  to  be  levied  at  all  Customs  houses 
and  offices  where  parcels  are  received  by  post,  in  respect  of  all 
merchandise  imported,  except  rice,  flour,  vermicelli,  lard,  beans, 
lentils,  chick-peas,  barley,  wdieat,  groats,  ploughs,  rakes,  sickles, 
ploughshares,  shovels,  bars,  hoes  and  machetes  to  clear  the  soil,  and 
cotton  cloths  dutiable  at  30  cents  per  kilog.  or  less. 

2.  Champagne  and  other  sparkling  wines  are  to  be  regarded  as 
coming  within  the  20th  Class  of  the  Tariff  {i.e.  dutiable  at  the  rate  of

3.  Alcoholic  liquors  and  “pisco”  are  to  be  dutiable  at  the  rate  of 
60  cents  per  kilog.  gross  weight  (plus  surtaxes  now  amounting  to 
119  per  cent.).  If  imported  in  cases,  there  shall  be  allowed  a  discount 
of  45  per  cent,  on  the  duty  and  on  the  surtax.

ARGENTINE  REPUBLIC. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  OflBce,  of  copy 
^  f  and  translation  of  an  Argentine  Presidential 
1  Tw**  °  Decree,  published  on  the  30th  November  last, 
inera  a  rs.  ^j^ich  modifies  Article  75  of  the  Regulations* 
issued  to  give  effect  to  the  Law  of  the  11th  September,  1906, 
respecting  the  analysis  and  control  of  medicinal  specialities.  The 
new  provision  is  to  the  effect  that  mineral  waters  of  known 
composition  may  be  admitted  to  importation  without  previous 
analysis  by  the  Argentine  National  Health  Department,  provided 
that  the  interested  parties ,  pi'ove  that  they  have  formally  applied 
to  the  Department  in  question  for  a  permit  for  the  sale  of  the 
article  in  Argentina,  and  that  the  analysis  carried  out  in  the  country 
of  origin  is  endorsed  by  the  signature  of  a  chemist  of  eminence ; 
further,  that  such  analysis  has  been  accepted  (reconocido)  by  the 
sanitary  authorities  of  the  country  of  origin. 

The  analyst’s  signature  must  be  “  legalised  ”  by  the  Argentine 
Consulate  and  by  the  Ministrj^  for  Foreign  Affairs.  (C.  6i.) 


The  Argentine  “  Boletin  Oficial  ”  for  the  2nd  December  contains  a 
.  .  .  Presidential  Decree  prohibiting,  as  from  the 

mpo  °  Ist  January,  1913,  the  importation  of  lucerne 

uceme  ee  .  (cdfalfa)  seed  which  has  not  (in  addition  to  the 

qualities  required  by  earlier  Decreesf)  a  germinative  power  of  at 
least  sixty  per  cent.  The  Decree  also  empowered  the  “  Direccion 
General  de  Agricultura  ”  to  prohibit,  prior  to  the  date  mentioned, 
the  importation  of  lucerne  seed  of  a  germinative  power  inferior  to 
thirty  per  cent.

AUSTRALIA.

Journal  ”  of  17th  October  relative  to  the  proposed 
ene  g  i  way  electrification  of  the  railway  between  Adelaide  and 

o  V  ^  j  Glenelff,  the  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at 

Adelaide  (Mr.  J.  K.  oamuel)  now  reports  that  the 
Bill  to  sanction  this  proposal  passed  its  third  reading  in  the  House 
of  Assembly,  but  was  throw'ii  out  by  the  Legislative  Council.

GERMANY. 

The  “Borsen-Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  30th  December  states  that  according 
to  a  report  just  issued  by  the  Hamburg  Chamber 
Shipping  in  1912.  of  Commerce,  the  increased  volume  of  trade  during 
1912  brought  about  an  improvement  in  the 
shipping  industry,  in  some  cases  to  a  very  considerable  extent, 
although  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  falling-off  was  noticeable. 
It  appears,  hoivever,  that  the  working  expenses  of  shipping 
companies  have  considerably  increased  owing  to  the  high 
price  of  coal  and  the  higher  rates  of  wages  which  were  granted 
during  the  year  to  sailors  and  dockers,  and  even  if,  not¬ 
withstanding  this,  the  year’s  results  are  favourable,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  ever-increasing  charges  on  shipping  have  had  a 
detrimental  effect.  The  results,  so  far  as  the  larger  shipping  lines 
are  concerned,  are  better  in  almost  every  way  than  in  1911.  Good 
crops  and  the  improvement  in  general  economic  conditions  produced 
a  beneficial  effect  on  the  South  American  trade.  Emigrant  traffic 
also  improved,  owing  to  the  great  shortage  of  labour  in  the  United 
States.  As  in  previous  years  the  insufficiency  of  dock  accommo¬ 
dation  in  several  South  American  ports,  especially  Buenos  Aires,^ 
seriously  hampered  the  shipping  trade.  Freights  to  the  Far  East 
suffered  to  some  extent  owing  to  the  unrest  in  China,  but  there 
was  a  considerable  improvement  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  more  independent  steamship  companies  were  able  to  profit  by 
the  improved  state  of  trade  in  even  greater  measure  than  many  of 
those  lines  which  are  under  agreement  to  carry  freight  at  low  rates 
over  more  or  less  extended  periods.  Owners  of  sailing  ships  have 
also  benefited  from  the  favourable  state  of  trade. 


GERMAN  EAST  AFRICA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  40  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  4th  January  relative  to  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Central  Railway  from  Dar-es- 
Salaam  to  Kigoma  (Lake  Tanganyika)  vid 
Taborah,  H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  I)ar-es-Salaam 
(Mr,  N.  King)  reports,  under  date  19th 
November,  that  at  the  end  of  October  the  rail  head  was  135  kiloms. 
beyond  Taborah,  and  it  is  now  estimated  that  a  further  15  kiloms. 
have  been  laid.  Some  delay  has  been  caused  by  the  lack  of  building 
material.  Plans  have  been  submitted  and  approved  for  the  work  for

to  Lake 
Tanganyika. 
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270  kiloms.,  and  the  ground  works  are  almost  completed  for  238 
kiloms.,  be^^ond  Taborah.  The  plans  for  the  bridge  over  the  Mala- 
grassi  river  have  been  approved.  The  line  from  Taborah  to  Mala- 
grassi  station  will  probably  be  opened  to  traffic  during  the  first  half 
of  1913,  and  the  whole  line  to  Kigoma  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  1914.  (C.  45.)

ARGENTINA. 

With  reference  to  the  article  on  pp.  128-30  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
,  „  Journal”  of  17th  October,  1912,  relative  to  the 

r^ose  ai  way  of  communications  in  Argentina, 

eve  opmen  .  jj.M.  Minister  at  Buenos  Aires  now  reports  that 
the  President  of  the  Republic,  in  consultation  with  the  Ministers  of 
Public  Works  and  Finance,  has  decided  that  the  ofier  made  by  two 
French  firms  to  take  over  and  finish  the  Patagonian  railways  was 
not  advantageous  to  the  nation.  As  the  Committees  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  are  also  said  to  be  opposed  to  the 
scheme,  there  seems  every  chance  of  its  being  permanently  rejected. 

A  Bill  has  been  introduced  authorising  the  Executive  to  issue 
bonds  of  either  the  Foreign  or  Internal  Debt,  to  the  amount  of 
(30,000,000  pesos  gold  (£12,000,000),  the  interest  and  sinking  fund 
to  be  paid  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  land  within  the  zone  of  the 
I’atagonian  railways  to  be  constructed  under  Law  5559  of  28th 
August,  1908.  The  net  proceeds  of  the-issue  of  the  bonds  will  form 
a  special  railway  fund,  of  which  £6,000,000  will  be  used  for  the 
construction  of  the  lines  and  branches  of  the  narrow  gauge  system 
in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Republic,  the  remainder  being  used  to 
carry  out  the  works  ordered  by  Law  5559.  (C.  60.) 


MINERALS,  METALS  AND  MACHINERY. 

RUSSIA. 

According  to  an  article  in  the  “  Bursen-Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  30th 
“  Prodameta  ”  December,  the  Russian  “  Prodameta  ”  s)uidicate 
T  H  1  have  been  renewed  exactly  one  year  on  14th 

^  January.  In  the  interval  efforts  have  been  made 
yn  ica  e.  extend  the  scope  of  the  syndicate.  The 

“  Prodameta  ”  is  at  present  composed  of  7  works  in  Poland,  2  in 
the  Urals,  2  in  the  Baltic  I’rovinces,  2  in  Central  Russia,  and  16 
in  South  Russia,  and  the  total  number  of  workmen  employed 
amounts  to  considerably  more  than  100,000.  The  prices  of  various 
products  have  recently  been  raised,  especially  for  iron  ore  and 
pig  iron.  The  working  capital  of  the  various  works  belonging 
to  the  syndicate  amounts  to  225,000,000  roubles,  of  which  160 
million  roubles  are  credited  to  South  Russia,  23  millions  to  Poland, 
13^  millions  to  the  Urals,  8  millions  to  the  Baltic  Provinces  and  8^ 
millions  to  Central  Russia.  Contrasted  with  1911,  the  production 
of  finished  iron  and  steel  in  Russian  Poland  increased  by  24  per

cent,  in  1912,  that  of  pig  iron  by  29  per  cent.,  and  that  of  semi¬ 
manufactured  products  of  iron  and  steel  by  20  per  cent.

GERMANY. 

According  to  the  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  3rd  January,  the  year 
„.  Tj*  1912  was  more  satisfactory  for  the  German  zinc 

^^in  1912  industry  than  the  previous  12  months.  Prices 

throughout  were  unusually  high  for  this  metal. 
Business  was  relatively  quiet  during  the  first  few  months,  but 
improved  later.  The  average  price  for  unrefined  zinc  obtained  by 
the  Zinc  Syndicate  during  the  year  was  53‘69  marks  per  100  kilogs. 
(about  £1  6s.  7d.  per  cwt).  The  total  production  of  zinc  in  Upper 
Silesia  for  1912  is  estimated  at  165,000  metric  tons.  The  zinc 
sheet  industry  suffered  owing  to  the  strikes  in  England  and  Germany. 
The  number  of  works  belonging  to  the  German  Association  of  Zinc 
Rolling  Works  still  remains  at  13.  (X.  5,050.) 


BELGIUM. 

The  “  Borsen-Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  the  30th  December  states  that, 
T  nn  and  Rt  1  notwithstanding  the  Christmas  holidays  and  the 
^  Market  *  effect  of  stock-taking,  the  Belgian  iron  market  has 
completely  maintained  the  firmness  which  mani- 
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festecl  itself  at  the  beginning  of  December.  Moreover,  business  in 
iron  and  steel  securities  is  improving.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  next 
few  weeks  will  witness  an  upward  movement  in  the  trade  in 
manufactured  iron  goods.  There  has  been  a  rise  in  the  price  of  coal, 
semi-manufactured  products,  iron  ore,  pig  iron,  scrap  iron,  and 
foundry  coke.  There  is  a  great  scarcity  of  pig-iron  and  it  is  impossible 
to  pick  up  surplus  lots  on  the  home  marbet.  The  price  of  the 
most  important  varieties  of  pig-iron  has  increased  by  over  30  per 
cent,  during  the  past  12  months.  An  indication  of  the  improvement 
in  the  export  prices  of  various  classes  of  iron  and  steel  products  may 
be  seen  from  the  following  quotations  f.o.b.  Antwerp  : —

Discovery  of 
Magnesite 
Deposits. 


MEXICO. 

In  a  recent  report  to  his  Government,  the  United  States  Consul  at 
La  Paz,  Mexico,  states  that  large  deposits  of  high 
grade  magnesite,  containing  92  per  cent,  of  pure 
carbonate  of  magnesium,  have  been  found  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Magdalena.  The  largest  bed 
has  an  area  of  some  30  acres  and  is  situated  on  Margarita  Islands  ; 
deposits  have  also  been  found  on  Cedros  Island.  The  material  is  so 
hard  that  it  must  be  blasted  before  it  can  be  removed.  A  company 
called  “  La  Compafiia  de  Desarrollo  y  Explotacidn  de  la  Baja 
California,”  with  head  offices  at  San  Diego,  California,  has  been 
formed  to  develop  these  deposits.  One  calcining  plant  will  be 
installed  on  Cedros  Island  and  another  on  Margarita  Island,  each 
with  a  capacity  of  200  tons  per  day. 

SIAM. 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Bangkok  (Mr.  J.  F.  Johns)  reports 
.  that  the  Siamese  Admiralty  recently  invited 

oa  or  e  tenders  for  the  supply  of  5,000  tons  of  CardiflT  or 

lamese  avy.  Australian  coal,  and  accepted  the  offer  of  a 

company  to  deliver  Australian  coal  at  the  naval  godowns  in  Bangkok 
for  25*50  ticals  (about  £1  18s.  6d.)  per  ton. 

The  Acting  Consul  adds  that  this  matter  is  of  interest  as  being  the 
first  occasion  on  which  public  tenders  have  been  invited  for  the 
supply  of  coal  to  the  Siamese  Navy. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  only  nine  days  were  allowed  for 
the  receipt  of  tenders,  and  it  would  have  been  difficult,  therefore, 
for  foreign  firms  to  make  quotations  unless  represented  on  the  spot.

^  ,  woollen  markets  benefited  from  the  favourable 

®  trade  conditions  in  1912,  although  the  movement 
was  not  as  rapid  as  in  some  of  the  other  industries. 
A  veiy  decided  improvement  began  to  take  place  onlj’  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  The  change  in  fashions  and  especially  the 
desire  for  a  finer  class  of  material  tended  to  produce  a  better  tone  in 
the  market.  Both  the  worsted  and  carded  wool  branches  can  look 
back  with  satisfaction  on  the  past  12  months’  turnover.  Almost 
throughout  the  year,  however,  the  price  of  raw  wool  exceeded  the 
normal  range  of  prices  for  Europe.  The  reason  is  attributed  to  increased 
competition  among  woollen  manufacturers,  of  which  circumstance 
producers  of  raw  wool  are  taking  the  greatest  advantage.  Trade  was 
not  very  good  during  the  first  half  of  the  3’ear,  owing  to  a  dearth  of 
orders  at  remunerative  prices.  The  woollen  goods  market  was  most  ad¬ 
versely  affected  owing  to  the  coal  strike  in  England.  Trade  remained 
quiet  but  firm  during  the  summer  months  ;  in  the  autumn,  however, 
it  became  quite  active.  The  demand  for  raw  wool  is  verj’  strong,  and 
the  production  cannot  keep  pace  wuth  the  consumption.  The 
prospects  in  the  German  woollen  industries  for  1913  are  very  satis- 
factoiy.  (X.  5,049.)

Drought  m  Natal.  ^  to  estimate 

the  loss  suffered  by  planters  and  farmers. 

It  is  feared  that  the  sugar  crop  will  be  from  8,000  to  10,000  tons 
below  the  total  which  might  have  been  expected  if  the  season  had 
been  more  favourable  (see  p.  198  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of 
24th  October). 

The  shortage  in  the  maize  crop  may  be  considerable,  as  farmers 
were  unable  to  commence  ploughing  at  the  usual  time.  Many 
instances  have  occurred  of  sheep  farmers  having  to  kill  their  lambs.

RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Odessa  (Mr.  C.  S.  Smith)  reports  that, 
according  to  the  “  Torgovo  Promyshlennaya 
Gazeta  ”  (St.  Petersburg)  of  14th/27th  December, 
the  Russian  hop  crop  for  1912  was  disappointing. 
The  5ueld  is  estimated  at  4,370  tons  as  compared 
with  4,480  tons  in  1911,  which  however  was  below  the  average.  As 
regards  quality,  at  least  one-fourth  was  condemned  as  spoilt  in  the 
principal  centres  of  production  ;  of  the  remainder,  the  proportion  of 
lirst-class  hops  is  unusuallj’’  small. 

The  prices  ruled  at  about  18  roubles  per  poud  (119s.  per  cwt.)  for 
first  class  hops;  about  10  roubles  per  poud  (6t)s.  per  cwt.)  for  second 
class ;  and  at  about  4  roubles  per  poud  (2t}S.  od.  per  cwt.)  for 
damaged  hops.  Prices  ranged  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  higher  in  the 
\  istula  Provinces.  (307.) 


With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  423  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
„  h  +  r  Journal  ”  of  15th  August,  1912,  and  previous 
notices,  relative  to  the  Russian  sugar-beet  crop  for 
s  ima  e.  1912,  the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Kieff  (Mr.  J. 
Douglas)  reports,  under  date  14th  December,  that  owing  to  the 
impassable  condition  of  the  roads  not  one-half  of  the  sugar  refineries 
are  in  operation  at  the  present  time,  and  the  state  of  the  fields  is  so 
bad  that  no  work  can  be  done  in  them. 

Prom  reports  received  from  the  sugar  refineries  on  lst/14th 
December,  the  sugar-beet  crop  of  all  Russia  was  expected  to  amount  to 
13,257,000  tons,  of  which  10,701,000  tons  had  been  lifted,  7,016,000 
tons  of  these  having  been  delivered  at  the  works.  The  yield  of  sugar 
was  estimated  at  1,306,000  tons,  but,  as  the  beetroots  still  remaining 
in  the  ground  are  rotting  and  will  largely  be  unfit  for  use,  it  is  feared 
that  the  final  results  will  fall  short  of  this  total.  (27,569.)

RUSSIAN  TURKESTAN. 

According  to  the  “  Nachrichten  fiir  Handel  ”  (Berlin)  of  19th 
p  ^  December,  a  meeting  of  Russian  cotton  growers 

Cultivation  Tiflis  during  November.  It  was 

reported  that  rapid  strides  are  being  made  with 
cotton  growing  in  the  Trans-Caucasus  and  that  the  peasants  are 
taking  an  increased  interest  in  the  whole  question.  The  develop¬ 
ment  of  cotton  growing  is  good  in  Tiflis,  Elisabethpol  and  Baku,  but 
is  backward  in  the  Governments  of  Erivan  and  Kutais  owing  to 
bad  cultivation,  poor  seed,  and  the  apathy  of  the  natives.  For  the 
furtherance  of  cotton  growing  in  Russian  Turkestan  the  following 
suggestions  were  put  forward  at  the  Congress,  viz.,  (1)  establishment 
of  co-operative  societies  which  might  go  into  the  question  of  credit, 
the  sale  of  raw  cotton,  the  procuring  of  good  seed,  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  irrigation,  &c. ;  (2)  the  holding  of  regular  meetings  to 
discuss  the  general  situation  ;  (3)  the  establishment  of  district  com¬ 
mittees  ;  (4)  measures  to  thwart  attempts  to  depreciate  the  price  of 
raw  cotton ;  (5)  credit  facilities ;  (6)  the  introduction  of  ginning 
plants  and  oil  presses ;  (7)  the  lowering  of  railway  rates  on  cotton 
seeds  ;  (8)  the  establishment  of  Bourse  Committees  in  Erivan  and 
Elisabethpol ;  and  (9)  a  uniform  basis  for  fixing  railway  rates  on  raw 
cotton. 


GERMAN  EAST  AFRICA. 

H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Dar-es-Salaam  (Mr.  N.  King)  reports  that, 
-  ,  _  according  to  the  local  press,  it  is  estimated  that 

0  n  rop  cotton  crop  in  German  East  Africa  for  1912- 

13  will  yield  about  8,400  bales  (of  250  kilogs. 
each),  as  compared  with  5,000  bales  in  1911-12, 
thus  showing  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  output.  A  notable 
increase  in  the  cotton  growing  industry  has  taken  place  in  the  south 
of  the  Protectorate,  and  the  Colonial  Society  has  accordingly  taken 
steps  to  establish  a  new  cotton  ginning  plant  at  Lindi,  which  will 
probably  be  ready  early  in  1913. 

Considerable  portions  of  the  Lindi  district  are  reported  to  be 
suitable  for  cotton  cultivation,  especially  the  Lukuledi  Valley  where 
experiments  are  now  being  conducted  with  a  combination  of  the 
European  plantation  system  and  the  native  methods.  It  may  be 
mentioned  that  there  are  now  more  than  thirty  European  plantations 
in  the  southern  portion  of  the  Protectorate  between  Lake  Mkoe  and 
the  Rovuma,  and  34  tons  of  plantation  rubber  (valued  at  26,700 
marks),  994  tons  of  sisal  grass  (485,000  marks),  and  91  tons  of  cotton 
(112,000  marks)  were  exported  from  the  Lindi  district  in  1911. 

The  two  drawbacks  to  the  further  development  of  the  cotton 
growing  industry  in  this  district  are  the  lack  of  transport  facilities 
and  the  scarcity  of  labour,  and  until  some  solution  of  these  diflBculties 
presents  itself,  there  is  little  prospect  of  the  cotton  plantations  in  the 
Lukuledi  valley  being  a  commercial  success.  (C.  98.)

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FRENCH  WEST  AFRICA. 

In  forwarding  samples  of  fibre  and  cordage  made  from  the  baobab  tree 
„  ,  ,  TiSE  .  (julausonia  digitata),  the  Acting  British  Consul- 
„  ^^i*"  .1?'  General  at  Dakar  (Mr.  P.  H.  8tormont)  states  that 

amp  es  on  lew.  grows  chiefly  in  immense  clusters  or 

small  forests  near  the  sea,  and  is  rarely  seen  far  from'  the  coast.  The 
tree  grows  to  a  great  size,  and  has  a  fibrous  bark  from  which  the 
natives  make  a  rough  cloth,  as  well  as  the  cordage  they  use  in  hand¬ 
ling  their  herds.  The  baobab  makes  a  paper  of  superior  qualit}'  and 
durability  suitable  for  bank  notes,  &c.,  and  it  is  also  added  to  other 
pulps  in  small  quantities  to  impart  a  gloss  and  finish  to  the  paper. 
As  a  result  the  fibre  is  much  sought  after  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
still  more  so  in  Germany. 

To  obtain  the  fibre  from  the  trunk,  the  outer,  and  valueless,  bark  is 
first  removed  exposing  to  view  the  fibrous  bark  about  two  inches 
thick,  which  is  removed  in  strips  about  a  yard  long.  These  strips  are 
left  on  the  ground  to  dry  and  are  then  ready  for  packing.  As  regards 
the  branches,  they  are  cut  into  lengths  of  about  a  yard  and  taken 
direct  to  the  factory,  where  the  bark  is  removed  and  the  wood  cut  into 
strips  which  are  freed  from  sap  and  then  pressed  into  bales  for 
shipment. 

A  concession  to  work  these  forests  was  granted  some  years  ago  to  a 
French  company,  but  owing  to  wrong  methods  of  working  and  lack 
of  funds  the  factor)'  was  soon  abandoned.  The  Acting  Consul-General 
adds  that  there  appears  to  be  good  reason  to  think  that,  with  fresh 
capital  and  under  proper  management,  the  concession  could  be  made 
to  yield  a  good  profit.

This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  information  uhan  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  1907-1911,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  each  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
contains  a  classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  V^oluraes  I.  and  II.  of  the 
“  Annual  Statement  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  l>e  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &c. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  1st  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  inchiding  the  supply 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Joumalf  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “  Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  Ilis  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911.

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

WHEREAS  on  the  16th  day  of  July,  1912,  the  Board  of  Trade 
gave  notice,  pursuant  to  Section  113  (1)  of  the  National  Insurance 
Act,  1911,  that  they  proposed  to  make  a  Special  Order,  under 
Section  104  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  excluding  the  following 
employment  from  the  occupations  which  are  to  be  deemed  employ¬ 
ment  in  an  Insured  Trade  for  the  purposes  of  Part  II.  of  the  Act 
(Unemployment  Insurance) : — 

Seamen  being  members  of  the  crews  of  dredgers,  or  of 
vessels  conveying  away  materials  excavated  by  di-edgers  engaged 
in  the  construction,  re-construction,  or  alteration  of  Harbours, 
Docks  or  Channels. 

AND  WHEREAS  certain  objections  have  been  made  with  respect 
to  the  Special  Exclusion  Order  so  proposed  ; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Trade  have  duly  considered  these 
objections  and  do  not  propose  to  amend  or  withdraw  the  Draft  Order ; 

NOTICE  IS  HEREBY  GIVEN  by  the  Board  of  Trade  that 
pursuant  to  the  said  Section  113  (1)  of  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
1911,  they  have  directed  an  Inquiry  to  be  held  with  regard  to  the 
Draft  Order,  and  that  they  have  appointed  Mr.  A.  A.  Hudson.  K.C., 
of  5,  Paper  Buildings,  Temple,  London,  E.C.,  to  hold  the  said  Inquiry 
and  to  report  to  them  thereon. 

The  Inquiry  will  be  held  in  public  in  the  Board  Room,  Central 
Office  for  Labour  Exchanges  and  Unemployment  Insurance,  Queen 
Anne’s  Chambers,  Westminster,  London,  S.W.,  commencing  on 
the  20th  day  of  January,  1913,  at  11  a.m. 

Any  objector,  and  any  other  person  who  in  the  opinion  of  the 
person  holding  the  Inquiry  is  affected  by  the  Draft  Order,  may  appear 
at  the  Inquiry  either  in  person  or  by  Counsel,  Solicitor  or  other 
agent.

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable  : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1234.  Workmen  engaged  in  asphalting  roofs,  foundations  and 
yards  connected  with  buildings  when  the  work  is  of  a  kind  commonly 
forming  part  of  a  building  contract. 

This  decision  modifies  decision  No.  738  (“  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  the  8th  August,  1912). 

1235.  A  workmen  employed  in  copper  and  brass  rolling  works, 
and  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  drilling  copper  plates  for  use  in  the 
fire-boxes  of  locomotive  engines. 

1236.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  manufacturing 
tapered  packing  for  shipbuilders. 

1237.  Patternmakers,  fitters,  turners,  smiths  and  smiths’  mates 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  tools  and  accessories  used  in  photo¬ 
engraving,  such  as  whirlers,  shoot  planes,  mounting  punches,  &c., 
and  of  parts  of  electrical  lifts. 

1238.  Brassmoulders,  brassfinishers  or  other  workmen  engaged 
wholly  or  mainly  in  the  manufacture  of  portholes  and  deadlights  for 
ships.  (Application  236.) 

This  decision  modifies  decision  No.  49  (b)  (“  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  the  6th  June,  1912,  B.  xii.),  so  far  as  the  latter 
relates  to  portholes  and  deadlights  for  ships. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
